1. (Original) A preteuninated fiber optic distribution cable having at least one access 
location for providing access to at least one pxetenninated optical fiber, comprising: 

at least one buffer tube coxopxisiiig at least one optical fib^ 

a buffer tube transition piece operable jfor transitioning the at least one optical fiber fiom the 
at least one buffer tube into at least one protective tube; 

a molded member defining a lor^tudinally extending optical fiber guide channel operable 
for storing a lengCh of the at least one pretemunated optical fiber, and 

a protective means operable for protectii^g the at least one buffer tube, the buffer tube 
transilion piece and the molded member during installation of the pretemunated fiber optic 
distribution cable. 

2. (QrigjuQsl) The preterminated distribution cable of claim 1 , wherein an outer diameter of the 
preterminated distribution cable is les$ than 1 .9 inches, 

3. (Original) The preterminated distribution cable of claim 1, wherein an outer diameter of the 
poEetemunated distribution cable is less than about 1.25 inches, 

4. (Original) Hie preterminated distribution cable of claim 1, wherein the preterminated 
distribution cable^ the at least one buffer tube, the buffer tube transition piece and the molded 
member are sufSdentty fle}cible to permit die fiber optic distribution cable to be installed through a . 
small diameter conduit. 
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5. (Original) The pretetminated distribution cable of claim I, wherein the optical fiber guide 
duaaasi is axially aligned -vrith tiie buQSa: tiibe ixansitioa piece. 

6. (Qrigiial) The pretetminated distribution cable of claim l,wher«n a le^ 
fiber guide chatoael ranges from about 20 to about 30 indies. 

7. (Origmal) The pretaminated distributiott cable of claim 1, tvherein Hie protective means 
conqttises a heat shiinkable material operable for securing the molded member and for providing a 
smooflx transition betwerai an outer diameter of a cable sheath and the molded member. 

8. (Orisau^y The pretenninated distribution cable of daim 1, fbrther comprising at least one 
xipcoid di^sed underneath the protective means operable fyr removing the protective means after 
cable installation in order to expose the molded member. 

9. (Origiaal) The preterminated distribution cable of claim 1, fbrther comprising a water- 
swellable t^e disposed between the protective means and the molded mecobo'.
